The Thirty-Third Annual session of the Southwest Missouri Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, met in the church 
at Sedalia, on September 9, 1903, with Bishop C. B. Galloway of 
Jackson, Mississippi, in the chair.

D. Stewart as a superannuate, on account of his having his 
housenold goods lost in the Kansas City flood, and the amount was 
more than raised. * 

L. M. Philips, in making his report stated that he was ready to 
make good part of the missionary funds collected by him some years 
ago and lost through bank failure. On motion the conference voted 
to receive said funds, and ordered same returned to Brother Philips 
at once. 

The usual complimentary resolutions were offered and passed by 
a rising vote. See resolutions.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



Last year, because of the abolition of the business department, 
the small attendance of young ladies, and other causes, the enroll- 
ment was only fifty-five in the college, and seventy-three in the 
academy, a total of 128 at Fayette. 

There were 145 at Richmond, 110 at Palmyra, making a total 
of 383 in the Central College system. 

Of those at Fayette, fifty-three did not pay tuition, which fact 
reduced the tuition fees to $3,600. The total income from all sources 
was $15,000, leaving a deficit which was met by the curators bor- 
rowing $5,000. 

The estimated expenses for 1903 and 1904 is $18,000, estimated 
receipts, $16,000, leaving a deficit of $2,000. 

The conference is highly gratified at the election of Dr. J. C. 
Morris to the presidency. 

We hereby pledge to him our co-operation and support, and 
pray that he may be able to lay his hands upon the resources and 
patronage of the church, and bring our Central Institution to the 
highest ideals and methods of a modern college. 

We heartily endorse the effort to increase the endowment to half 
a million dollars by 1907, the semi-centennial of the school. 

And because of the evident need, the educative influence upon 
our people, and in token of our faith in the larger hope that has come 
to us for the school, we hereby levy an assessment of $1,200 for 
Central College, $500 of which shall be applied to the salary of 
President Morris. 

We recommend the election of Judge J. D. Lindsay and W. C, 
Scarritt to be curators of Central College.

CENTRAL COLLEGE. \ 
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COTTEY COLLEGE. 

We have examined with pleasure the report of Cottey College, 
and rejoice to learn of its increasing patronage and usefulness. Never 
in the history of the college has the attendance been so large as 
during the past year. Its capacity has been taxed to the uttermost, 
and its body of students has been of the finest character. The intel- 
lectual and moral character of the faculty has been of the best and 
purest type. We note with pleasure that it stresses the study of the 
Bible, and the importance of experimental godliness, and we heartily 
commend it to the esteem and patronage of our people. To meet the 
growing demands of the college for increased accommodation, a new 
building is in process of erection, and is now nearing completion, at a 
cost ofabout twenty thousand dollars, which when completed will make 
it one of the finest college buildings in the state.

GENERAL BOARD. 

We heartily endorse the purpose of the General Board as 
expressed by’Dr. Hammond, the General Secretary of Education, 
namely, to build up a system of Christian education equal to the bes:^ 
systems of secular education, and to perfect this system by the elimin- 
ation of unnecessary schools and the proper classification and the 
co-ordination of its remaining institutions. 

Further, The task that is set for the present quadrenniura pro- 
posing to emphasise and impress upon the people the importance of 
adequately supporting our institutions, and seeking to co-operate with 
the pastors and people in securing an increase both in assessments and 
collections, deserves our support. 
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PREACHERS INSTITUTE. 

In view of the action of the General Conference looking to the 
establishment of a preachers’ Institute for the furthering of ministerial 
efficiency and power, and believing that better results may be obtained 
by combining forces and finances with the brethren of the Missouri 
Conference, we recommend the acceptance of invitation of that con- 
ference so kindly extended to hold a joint institute. 

We nominate as members of the Executive Committee for the 
Southwest Missouri Conference, to have management of institute 
courses and program, Rev. A. H. Barnes, Chairman of the Board of 
Education, aod Rev. J. J. Pritchett, Conference Secretary of Educa- 
tion, and Rev. C. W. Scarritt. 

As members of the Advisory Board we recommend Rev’s. C. E. 
Patillo, W. G. Beasley, S. H. C. Burgin, J. W. Howell, O. M. 
Rickman and E. K. Wolfe. 

We recommend that $300 be set apart for the use of the Execu- 
tive Committee in the work of the Institute and correspondence course 
for undergraduates. 

We recommend that the Executive Committee be instructed to 
pay tuition fees of $10 in cases of undergraduates who desire to take 
the course in the correspondence school, and whose applications are 
deemed worthy. 

We recommend the election of Rev. J. J. Pritchett as Confer- 
ence Secretary of Education. 

CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL. 

We are highly gratified with the success of the Correspondence 
School in connection with Vanderbilt University. We instruct the 
examining committees to accept the grades issued by the. secretary of 
the Correspondence School as equivalent to passing examination 
before the committee. We urge every undergraduate to take the 
'Course as outlined, believing this to be best in every respect. All 
persons interested can secure full information from Rev. J. L. Cun- 
ninggin, Nashville, Tenn. 

We recommend that the month of July be set apart and devoted 
to educational interests in every charge of our conference, and urge 
our presiding elders and pastors to bring the cause of Christian edu- 
■cation before our people. 

We recommend the following assessments for education : For 
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Paine and Lane Collegjes, $366; for general board, $366; and for the 
Conference Board, $268.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

2o the Southwest Missouri Annual Co7iJ'erence, M. E. Church, South : 

Your Sunday School Board notes Avith pleasure the gain of 
68,880 in the circulation of our Sunday School periodicals for the 
year, the net increase of 50,955 in the membership of our schools, and, 
the fact that about 10,000 teachers are taking the course prescribed 
in the Bible Teachers’ study circle. We are profoundly impressed 
with the importance of giving a larger place in our work to the relig- 
ious training of our children and of bringing them at an early age 
into an experience of sowing faith in Christ and into the fellowship 
of the church. The Sunday school is the greatest combined educa- 
tional and evangelistic agency in the church, and too much attention 
cannot be given by our pastors and teachers to the subject of child- 
hood religion. 

We hail with delight the introduction among our Sunday School 
forces of a new auxiliary in the form of the cradle roll, and bespeak 
for it a place in every school. We are gratified at the continued 
observance of Children’s Day, and at the worthy work being accom- 
plished both at home and abroad through the funds collected this 
day. We would respectfully call the attention of our pastors and 
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superintendents to the decision of the bishops, recorded in the dis- 
cipline of 1894, to the effect that all children’s day money shall be 
turned into the channels directed by the discipline. 

We recommend that whenever practicable Rally Day be observed 
in October or November, and that the money collected on that day 
be applied to the Wesley-Bi-centen nary Fund 'ordered by the Board 
of Missions for the strengthening of our educational work iu foreign 
fields. We furthermore urge that diie prominence be given to prayer 
for the success of our missionary work, and that such schools as find 
it within their power be^ induced to purchase the excellent mission- 
ary maps and libraries recommended by Dr. Lambuth, and for sale 
by the house. 

We exceedingly regret the failure of Dr. H. M. Hamill to 
arrive according to previous engagement, and our consequent inabil- 
ity to hold a Sunday School anniversary during the present confer- 
ence session. We recommend that, inasmuch as we do not deem it 
wise to undertake the holding of a Conference Sunday School insti- 
tute next year, each presiding elder be requested to set apart at least 
one morning or afternoon during kis district conference for the con- 
sideration of the Sunday School work, and that as careful and strong 
a program be prepared for the occasion as circumstances will permit.

MEMOIRS. 

William McKendree, son of Daniel and Mary Prottsman, of 
Marrietta, Ohio, was born Wednesday, February 19, 1817, and died 
Tuesday, Oct. 27, 1902. Received his literary training in the Marrietta 
Manual Labor school, where, in aildition to the college carriculum, 
he was taught the use of carpenter’s tools. He paid his tuition by 
making and trimming buggies. He was an expert, skillful workman, 
and all through his life utilized his mechanical knowledge in various 
practical ways. 

He gave several years of his early life to that noblest of profes- 
sions, teaching. 

He joined the church in Wood county, Virginia, in 1842, under 
the ministry of David Smith, and was that year licensed to preach by 
the quarterly conference of Little Kanawa Circuit, under the presi- 
dency of Samuel Hamilton, presiding elder. 

In 1847 the Kentucky Conference admitted him on trial as a 
traveling preacher, being at the same time elected to deacon’s order as 
a local preacher and was ordained by Bishop Soule. Guyandotte 
Station was his first charge, then Irwin Circuit. During these two 
years he completed the four years’ course of study and in 1849 was 
admitted into full connection, elected to elder’s orders and ordained 
by Bishop Soule. This year he was appointed to Grumbine Circuit. 

In 1850, Bishop Bascorn transferred him to the St. Louis Con’ 
ference and appointed him to Centennary Church in St. Louis. 

Henceforth he served the following charges : In 1851, Arrow 

Rock Circuit; 1852, Dover Circuit; 1853, Boon ville Station ; 1854 
and 1855, agent for Central College ; 1856, Lexington District ; 1857, 
agent Central College; 1858, Jefferson City district; 1859 to 1862, 
Boonville district; 1863 stationed at Asbury Church in St. Louis ; 
1864, Mound Church ; 1865, Wesley Chapel; 1866 and 1867, St. 
Paul (this is the former Mound Church); 1868 and 1869, Springfield 
Station; 1870, Springfield district; 1871, Boonville district; 1872 
and 1873 Jefferson City Station ; 1874, Sedalia ; 1875, transferred 
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to Missouri conference and appointed to Hannibal ; 1876, St. Joseph 
district; 1877, transferred back to Southwest Missouri Conference 
and made Sunday School agent; 1878, transferred to Pacific Confer- 
ence, stationed at St. Paul, in San Francisco; 1879, located and 
traveled over California ; 1880, re-admitted into the Southwest Mis- 
souri Conference and appointed to Warrensburg ; 1881, Lexington ; 
1882, Independence; 1883, Carthage ; 1884 and 1885, Sweet Springs 
and Blackwater Chapel ; 1886, Slater; 1887, Gilliam and Cambridge, 
1888, Pierce City ; 1889, Eldorado ; 1890, Superannuated, in which 
relation he was continued ’till he reached the goal of his earthly pil- 
grimage, October 27, 1902, when the Great Shepherd transferred him 
^‘to the general assembly, and church of the first born, which are 
written in Heaven.” 

The above list of appointments shows that Brother. Prottsman 
preached as a local preacher, six years ; on circuits, six ; stations, 
twenty-five; districts, eight; agencies, four, and was on the superan- 
nuated list eleven ; making a total of sixty years in the ministry. 

He was married November 27, 1851, in Cambridge, 'Missouri, by 
Rev. W. H. Porter to Miss Anna Lewis, who survives him, they 
having lived together nearly fifty* one years. 

I have thus briefly outlined the life of a very extraordinary man. 

Physically he was such an one as will always arrest attention. He 
was about five feet, eight inches high, stood erect, slightly inclined to 
’Corpulency ; large finely shaped head, auburn hair, broad forehead, 
large blue eyes, large nose, big mouth, with cheeks and chin to match, 
always cleanly shaven. That is a pen picture of W. M. Prottsman. 

Mentally, he ranked high. He had a massive brain, surcharged 
with a mind which had been carefully trained, richly stored with 
useful knowledge, and was capable of close, logical thinking. His 
perception was penetrating, clear and incisive; his judgment was 
comprehensive, accurate and 'well balanced ; his memory was tena- 
cious, grasping and continuous. 

Possibly that which most differentiated him from all other men 
was his inborn capacity to converse. He had developed this gift so 
that all who knew him expected, when he rose to speak, to have their 
Tisibles touched. Maybe at times he used this power too freely. 

Next to this he was noted for his moral qualities. He had gen- 
erous, noble impulses that went out full of love, to everybody. He 
loved humanity and spent his life in doing good. 
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In the last great day the Master will say unto him: “Inasmuch 

as ye have done it unto the least of these, my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.” “Come, ye blessed of ray Father, inherit the Kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of the world.” 

Bro. Prottsraan was a great preacher; ranked readily with the 
best. He had only a few peers in the pulpit. His sermons were 
logical, rhetorical, poetical. ‘ | 

They were well thought out, written in full and read as only he 
could read ; every syllable receiving its proper accent, inflection and 
emphasis. 

For conveying “thoughts that breath and words that burn” to j 
the ears and minds of men, there was never a better instrument than 
his voice, which he had under perfect control. 

He was also a lecturer of more than ordinary ability. But I have 
not yet reached the climax in this unique character, the like of which 
we shall never see again. This was located in his business capacity. 

He served his conference twenty-three years as secretary. He 
served three terms in the General Conference. 

He dratted the constitution and by-laws of the Church Extension 
Society, and had he received a few more votes would have been its 
first secretary. He was president of the missionary society of his 
conference thirty years. 

The minutes show that one year he was secreta»y, president Board 
of Missions, chairman Board of Finance, and on four other com- 
mittees. 

Much of our discipline and plans of Conference work were born - 
of his fruitful brain, and drafted by his skillful hand. 

He served the Missouri state senate one terra as secretary, and 
one as chaplain, and several terras as chaplain of the house. While t. 
serving in these offices he <lrafted many bills for legislators. He wrote 
for Governor B. Gratz Brown the first Thanksgiving proclamation 
ever addressed to the citizens of Missouri. 

He served eight years as presiding elder, and it is doubtful if he 
had an equal in this important office ; save Bishop McTeiere, we had 
no better church lawyer, and save Paul Whitehead, we had no better 
parliamentarian. 

But this many-sided, willing, ready, useful toiler in the Lord’s 
i • I vineyard, had to yield to the inexorable law of age, and after forty- 

nine years of active work in the ministry, which he so much enjoyed, 
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had to have his name registered on the roll of superannuates. This 
was done in 1890. 

For the last time he attended his conference in 1900, (up to thi» 
date he had never missed a session), and presided at the organization 
of our “Veteran Preachers’ Association,” the last official act of his life, 
and on his way home preached in Boonville his last sermon. 

His sight had been failing him for twenty years; henceforth he 
was entirely blind. During these two years of continuous night he 
was taken care of by his faithful wife in the home of her neice, Mis& 
Anna L. Clark, of Boonville. In addition to his blindness he wa» 
afflicted with softening of the brain and at times was as helpless as a 
child. Although he was sick so long and the end came so gradually, 
yet his final home-going was sudden. 

He ate his supper sitting in his chair, went to bed, and in five 
minutes “crossed the river and rested under the shade of the trees” on 
thej other shore. 

At our memorial service in Neosho, in 1899, the last Bro. Protts- 
man ever attended, (we had none in 1900) he quoted, as only he 
could, the following poem, which he told us he found in a newspaper 
he picked up by the roadside in Virginia. 

After the service 1 requested him to give me a copy of it and I 
would put it in his memoir. He had quoted the same poem on similar 
occasions before : 

THE STARS. 

“If yon bright stars which gem the night 
. Be each a blissful dwelling sphere 
^Vhere kindred spirits re-unite 

Whom death hath torn asunder here ; 

How sweet it were at once to die, 

And leave this blighted orb afar 
Mixed soul with soul to cleave the sky, 

And soar away from star to star. 

But, oh, how dark, how drear, how lone. 

Would seem the brightest world of bliss, 

If wandering through each radiant one. 

We failed to find the loved of this ; 

If there no more the ties entwine, , 

Which death’s cold hand alone can sever. 

Oh, then, the stars in mocking shine. 

More hateful, as they shine forever. 
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But, oh, it cannot be, each hope and fear 
That lights the eye or clouds the brow 
Proclaims there is a brighter sphere 
Than this bleak world which holds us now, 
There is a voice which sorrow hears 

When heaviest weighs life’s galling chain 
’Tis heaven that whispers, “Dry thy tears” 
“The pure in heart shall meet again.” 



Lewis Rodgers Downing, sou of James and Martha Dom 
was born in Lincoln county, Mo., Oct. 8, 1832, and in the 
county was born again and joined the church under the minisi 
William Barnett, in his seventeenth year, March 1849. 

He was licensed to preach in Pike county, in 1853, whei 
twenty-one years old. In all these dates he was three years the j 
of the writer of this memoir. 

The Missouri Conference admitted him on trial at Glasg 
1857, and into full connection in 1859, when he was ordaineti d 
by Bishop Paine. He was ordained elder in 1865, by Bishop K 
augh. In 1859 he was married in Clarksville, by Rev. B. H. Spt 
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ary taste and aptitude, and was a close student. In the earlier years 
of his ministry he wrote much for papers. 

A series of articles written by him and published in the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate on “The Charriot Throne of Christ” attracted 
much attention. During his local years he edited one or more papers. 

But few men have at their command as extensive a vocabulary 
as he had. He was noted for his use of big, uncommon wwds. He 
gave the dictionary a close and careful study ; he was an elegant 
writer and an eloquent preacher, though his style was somewhat stilted. 

His people loved him, and he fed them with nourishing food ; he . 
lived twenty-three days over his allotted three score and ten years, 
then slept with his fathers, and his works follow him. 

John Alexander Swhft was born in Caswell county, N. C., 
August 21, 1836. When nineteen years old he was converted at home, 
in Georgia, and joined the Baptist Church in 1855. In 1860 he 
transferred his membership to the M. E. Church, South. 

His authority to exhort, given in 1867, was signed by A. G. 
Haygood, and his license to preach, given in 1869, was signed by W. 
P. Harrison. 

On August 5, 1860, he was married to Miss Katherine McKin- 
ney, a most excellent woman, who went to heaven in 1896. Three 
years later he married Mrs. Mary A. Craig, of Dade county. Mo., 
who survives him. 

In 1871 Brother Swift moved to Missouri and settled on Clear 
creek, in Greene county; in 1873 he joined this conference and was 
sent to Mount Vernon Circuit ; 1874, Sarcoxie ; 1875, Pineville, two 
years; .1877, Greenfield, two; 1879, Pineville, one; 1880, Nevada 
Circuit; 1883, Sarcoxie, one ; 1884, Index, one ; 1885, Pink Hill, two ; 
1887, Mountain Grove, one ; 1888, Chamois, one ; 1889, Jasper, two; 
1890, Pierce City, one ; 1892, Pink'Hill, two ; 1894, Russelville, one ; 
1895, Vienna, one, 1896 ; Lawrenceburg, one ; 1897, superannuated, 
in which relation he was continued until his sufferings were terminated 
by a happy passport to his home beyomi the skies, from his home in 
Golden City, December 16, 1902, in the thirty-sixth year of his min- 
istry, twenty-five of which were spent in the effective itinerant ranks, 
and in the sixty-seventh year of his earthly pilgrimage. 

Bro. Swift’s early educational opportunities were meager and he 
never attained to great scholarship, but he was a dilligent student. 
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read the best of books aod studied men and all things with which he 
came in contact, and thereby acquired a fund ot information that 
enabled him to preach instructively and sometimes with extraordinary 
power. He was “clothed in the mind that was in Christ Jesus,” and 
was noted for his humility. 

So reserve and timid was he that a partial acquaintance never 
revealed his worth ; he was a greater man than his brethren suspected 
him to be ; possibly his highest ambition was to be “little and unknown, 
prized and loved by God alone.” He could sing without reserve: 

* “I’d rather be the least of them 

Who love the Lord alone, 

Than wear a royal diadem 
And* sit upon a throne.” 

He was a truly good man, and a very successful preacher. 

He was buried at Clear Creek Camp ground, Greene county, 
Mo., by the side of his first wife and their only son. Augustus Swift, 
has placed a suitable monument over their grave. 

John Fletcher Robb was born in Pontotock, Miss., April 8, 
1838. At the age of ten he was left an orphan and went to Indiana 
to live with an uncle. One year later he moved to Illinois; June 17, 
1858, when twenty years old, he was married to Miss Mary E. Dove. 

In the fall of 1859 he joined the M. E. Church on probation, 
and in March, 1860, was converted while at work in the field and was 
eoon after received into full fellowship into the church. 

November 1871, under the ministry of N. P. Halsey, he joined 
the M. E. Church, South, and in January following was licensed to 
preach by the quarterly conference of New Douglass Charge, T. B.- 
Harben, Presiding Elder. 

He joined the Illinois Conference September, 1872, and was sent 
to Xenia Circuit. In 1873 he was ordained deacon by Bishop Marvin 
and sent to Rome Circuit ; 1874, ordained elder by Bishop Wightraan 
and returned to Rome;, 1875, Potoka Circuit, three years; 1878, 
Salem District, three years; 1881, located, and moved to Missouri. 
In 1882 he was re-admitted into the Southwest Missouri Conference 
and sent to Clinton Circuit, which he traveled three years ; 1885, 
Montros.}. two; 1887, Sedalia, three; 1890, Sprague, two; 1892, 
Sheldon; 1893, Butler Station, two; 1895, Morrisville, three; 1898, 
Pierce City, four ; 1902, superannuated. January 17, 1903, left 
Pierce City for Paradise. 
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The above shows that he had staying qualities. Brother Robb 
was a preacher exactly thirty-one years, twenty-nine of which were 
spent in the effective itinerant ranks. 

He had a joyous, satisfactory, religious experience. 

Some time before he died he made this statement in writing. 
-“By the grace of God, on the 20th of November, 1894, after a full 
consecration, I passed under the blood and was made whole. Glorv ! 
glory ! glory ! Oh, Father, keep me pure all the days of luy pilgrim- 
age.” 

After his superannuation his health steadily declined aiid in four 
mouths he came face to face with “the last enemy,” but without fear. 
One day as he and his wife were sitting alone together, he looked up 
and said: “See ! see ! !” He was taking a glimpse “within the vail.’. 

He adjusted all his business matters and just two weeks before 

his fiual departure, wrote the following letter to his friend and brother, 
W. H. Winton ; 

“January 2, 1903. 

My Dear Brother : After love and kind regards to yourself 

and family, I have a statement to make and a desire to express. My 
health is very poor; my desire is that you conduct my funeral, and I 
want to know by return mail if you think you could come if dispatched 
for, as soon as the struggle is over ; am still sitting up, but cannot 
tell how long can hold out ; I will leave some data for you, and if you 
can attend, as you will have the facts, want you to write obituary for 
Advocate. If I don’t see you again give greeting to the Conference, 
and tell the brethren they ‘will know where to find me.’ Adieu ! I 
will meet you in the City. Love to all in Morrisville. 

J. F. Robb.” 

That was meeting death like a sage, a philosopher and Christian 
*11 combined in one. “Let me die the death of the righteous and let 
my last end belike his.” 

He has left his wife, two sons and two daughters the heritage of 
* good name, which is preferable to earthly riches, and to his confer- 
ence the legacy of a life embalmed by successful service in the Master’s 
vineyard and for the salvation of the lost.

Cynthia Hoover was born in 1827, and was married to Samuel 
S. Headlee in 1847, with whom she shared the privileges and priva- 
tions of a Methodist itinerant preacher’s wife from 1852 to 1866, when 
her husband was cruelly murdered for no other reason than that of 
being a Southern Methodist preacher. 

By the sale of his funeral sermon, preached by Brother Protts- 
man, and a few other resources, a small farm not far from Ebenezer, 
where Brother Headlee was converted and educated, was bought for 
sister Headlee, where she raised her family and continued to live till 
her children w^ere all married. 

In August, 1903, her life’s work having been accomplished 
and her house “set in order,” she left the home given her by 
loving friends, for the “house not made with hands eternal in the 
heavens.” 

She was a true, faithful, good woman. 

Served her generation well, then fell asleep. 

“Asleep in Jesus, blessed sleep. 

From which none ever awakes to weep.”
